What happened to the sign at Pete

Director Kenneth Reynolds said, but 
vandals mutilated the sign some months 
ago and it had to be disassembled to be 
repaired. 


Reynolds said three of the raised metal 


letters had been stolen from the sign and 
what was left was then spray painted and 
defaced. All the letters then had to be 
taken off the stone sign so that it could be 
sandblasted and cleaned, he explained. 


"We're going to mount the letters on 


differently this time," Reynolds said, "so 
that they can't be taken off quite as 
easily." He estimated the cost of repairing 
the vandalism to be about $100. 


The sign should be put back up once the 


replacement letters arrive from the 
manufacturer, Reynolds said. 


Does the new minimum wage apply to 


clerks holding elections for the city, county 
and state? 


Yes, according to L. C. Chandler, area 


director of the Dept. of Labor's Wage & 
Hour division in Fort Worth. City, county 
and state employes first came under those 
federal laws in 1974, he explained, and are 
currently entitled to a minimum wage of 
$2.20 an hour under the new schedule. 


The minimum wage for most other 


workers was increased, Jan. 1 to $2.30 an 
hour, an increase that municipal and 
governmental employes will receive on 
Jan. 1,1977. As an election clerk, he said, 
you would be employed by the government 
and therefore your salary would be subject 
to the minimum wage law. 


The only governmental employes not 


affected by the law, he said, are duly 
elected public officials. 


Interestingly, that new law still does not 


bring an employe so paid up to the nation's 
poverty level. A salary of $2.30 an hour for 
a full-time, year-round worker amounts to 
less than the $5,036 level defined by the 
government as poverty level. At the 
present a worker would have to earn $2.67 
an hour to reach poverty level. 


Chandler said that should you need to 


file a complaint about payment for your 
duties, to call the Wage & Hour division of 
the Department of Labor in Waco, the 
office with jurisdiction over Corsicana. 


I was marrried last month, but I am 


continuing to use my maiden name at my 
job and for other business purposes. Can I 
use my maiden name and still file a joint 
tax return with my husband? 


You can, according to, the Internal 


Revenue Service, but if you do so expect to 
get a delinquent tax notice in the mail each 
year that you file that way. 
The IRS automatically fUes joint returns 


under the "primary surname", ordinarily 
the husband's last name, and under his 
social security numer. What that means is, 
although you will pay your taxes on his 
form, the IRS will have no record of your 
payment filed under your name. 


When you receive that delinquent notice, 


the IRS said, just follow the instructions on 
it (don't chunk it in the trash or you might 
find yourself face-to-face with the feds), 
stating that you filed a joint return with 
your husband. List his name, Social 
Security number and your name, and state 
in your reply that you paid taxes jointly on 
that return. 


The IRS admits that this is not the best of 


procedures. But, they say, until the system 
is changed the only way to resolve this 
problem is to "follow the instructions on 
the delinquency notice." 


I recently went to Scott & White Hospital 


in Temple for a check-up and was told that 
I owed more than $600 from surgery done 
in 1965.1 had the surgery all right, but at 
the time I was told that it was done at no 
cost to me as I was having financial 
troubles and qualified for free care. Do I 
owe them the money as their computer 
says? 


There are several complications in your 


inquiry. First, you do owe the money 
according to hospital records, but that 
debt is listed as a "charity case." What 
that means, Scott & White Hospital Chief 
Administrator Joe Dickson explained, is 
that each time you return to the hospital 
you will be asked if your financial situation 
has improved sufficiently enough to pay 
for the earlier surgery. 


At the time of your 1965 surgery the 


hospital recognized that you could not 
afford to pay for the surgery you needed, 
Dickson said, but arranged for the 
operation anyway at hospital expense. And 
while they knew you had no money to pay 
at that time, the cost was billed in your 
name but listed under the "chanty 
heading, with the provision that the bill 
would be due should you later have the 
money to pay. 


But, he said, the hospital will not seek 


legal payment of the debt if you are still 
having financial problems, although the 
debt remains on the books. 


Two complications in the case arise 


from the fact that you no longer reside in 
Bell County, which means that you no 
longer live in the county served by that 


( 


hospital. (Such charity cases are in part 
supported by Bell County taxpayers.) 


I Secondly, Scott & White is not a county 


hospital as such, but rather is a private 
hospital which acts as a county hospital in 
this case because there is no fully tax- 
supported hospital there. And hospitals, 
like newspapers, grocery stores and 
doctors, are ultimately businesses out to 
make a buck. 


Dickson said your $643 "debt" would 


remain listed as such in the event that your 
situation changes in the future and you 
could then pay for the surgery.

Some local residents found 
themselves 


temporarily without water this morning as 
city crews worked to repair seven major 
water line breaks apparently caused by the 
sudden cold snap. 


City Mgr. Dick Ballenger said a com- 


bination of aging water pipes and the alter- 
nating warm and cold weather cracked the 
underground lines early today, causing leaks 
and icy streets and forcing city employes to 
shut off water to some neighborhoods in order 
to repair the breaks. 


"Every time it gets cold, then hot, and then 


cold again," Ballenger explained, "some of 
these old lines break. They can't take the 
constant expansion and contraction." 


Ballenger said the water department was 


being aided in repairing the leaks by the 
Engineers to study project 


sewer department because there were so 
many at one time. Highway crews were 
called in about 8 a.m. to sand West 2nd 
Avenue because water from a leak at 26th 
Street, between Park Avenue and 1st Street, 
was covering West 2nd with a thin sheet of 
water that quickly froze. 


The seven breaks, Ballenger said, all 


ranged from four to six-inches in size. 
Because of the way the old water system was 
designed, he noted, workers were sometimes 
forced to cut off water to several blocks of 
homes in order to fix a single leak. 


"We've got every man we can spare out 


working on the leaks,'" he said. "I know it's an 
inconvenience to the citizens to have then- 
water shut off, but we're working on this as 
fast as we can."

City Commission in an effort to 
answer the Rice water suppliers 
request to double their water 
supply from 10 to 20 million 
gallons daily. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


expressed some reservations 
about granting the increase, 
noting in particular that this 
could result in a loss of water 
pressure on days of peak usage 
locally. 


Saying he doesn't want to tell 


any group it can't have water, 
Ballenger said it is "highly 
probable" that delivering 20 
million gallons per day to Rice 
would "really 
create some 


problems."

Rice water group contracted 
the 10 million gallons daily from 
Corsicana in 1974 after having 
been denied an increase in its 
daily water supply from Ennis. 


To date, no water is being 


delivered to Rice, as that city is 
awaiting 
Farmer's 
Home 


Administration loan to build the 
10 inch line and booster station 
to deliver the Corsicana water. 


Fortson 
disagreed 
with 


Ballenger's assessment of the 
effect of delivering the ad- 
ditional water to Rice. He cited 
a letter from former City 
Engineer Tom Longley stating 
that Corsicana would be able to 
deliver 20 million gallons by 
1977. 


He hastened to add that he 


sees no possibility of Rice 
requiring even the 
full 10 


million gallons of water in the 
near future as that city at peak 
times uses about 3.5 million 
gallons daily and is currently 
working on adding another 
water system at 2 million 
gallons daily. 


Fortson said that Rice will 


tiave a storage capacity of 
about 700,000 gallons once its 
new system becomes a reality 
and said he sees no danger "any 
time soon" of the Rice system 
hampering Corsicana 
water 


delivery. 


FORTSON 
AND 


BALLENGER couldn't agree 
on what size line present plans 
call for Rice to be drawing 


from, and Ballenger reported 
that other lines in other parts of 
Corsicana 
might 
be 
more 


suitable for the larger water 
delivery. 


It was with this in mind that 


the commission voted 4-0-1 to let 
the engineers work out the 
logistic problems, if possible. 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube 


Jr. abstained from the voting, 
explaining later that he is in the 
water business and a good 
friend of Fortson.

own water supply is secure for 
the future, but cautioned it to 
keep a constant watch on at- 
tempts to change water rights 
on area creeks.

Sonny

Freestone County capital. The

in Mexia and Corsicana, outside 
the county. 


MR. SESSIONS is no chair- 


borne sheriff. He spends a lot of 
time in a patrol car roaming the 
865 square miles of the county. 
And he writes a diary type, 
wryly humorous, often com- 
passionate account each week 
of his adventures. 


Like many dedicated rural 


peace officers he serves as a 
marriage counselor and as 
referee of domestic spats. For

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


institution of marriage appar- 
ently is faring poorly 
with 


young Americans. More are re- 
maining single and those who 
do marry are divorcing or sep- 
arating at higher rates, the 
Census Bureau says. 


A census report released 


Tuesday on marital status and 
living arrangements in the 
United States in the first half of 
the 1970s also showed a contin- 
uation of trends toward a great- 
er number of families headed 
by women and more children 
living with single parents. 


Based on its nationwide an- 


nual survey, conducted last 
March, the bureau said the 
number of persons between 25 
and 34 years of age who never 
married has increased by about 
50 per cent since 1970, from 2.9 
million to 4.2 million persons. 


And the number of persons in 


that age group heading their 
own household almost doubled, 
from 915,000 to 1.8 million, the 
report said. 


As a result, the number of 


persons in the young adult age 
group living away from their 
parents' homes rose from 592,- 
000 in 1970 to i.2 million in 1975, 
the study said. It reported that 
the percentage of young adults 
living alone increased from 21.2 
per cent of all 25-to 34-year-olds 
to 28.5 per cent during the five 
year period. 


Census demographer Arthur 


Norton said the trend of young 
people living away from their 
parental home may level off 
soon, however. He cited bureau 
surveys of social indicators 
which show "there still seems 
to be a high regard for family 
life," although he said statistics 
have yet to reflect a leveling 
trend. 


On dissolution of marriages, 


the report noted that in 1975 10 
per cent of all persons 25 to 54 
years old who had ever mar- 
ried were reported as either di- 
vorced and not remarried or 
separated. The 1970 figure was 
7 per cent. 


One consequence of higher di- 


vorce and separation rates has 
been an increase in the number 
of families headed by women 
and the number of children liv- 
ing with only one parent. 


The study revealed that in 


1975, 
80 per cent of all children 


under 18 lived with both par- 
ents, compared with 85 per cent 
five years earlier. 


In the same period, the num- 


ber of families headed by wom- 
en jumped by 1.6 million to 7.2 
million. That means the per- 
centage of families headed by 
women increased from 11 per 
cent in 1970 to 13 per cent in 


1975.

Cotton cutter tops 


in taking samples 


AVOCA, Tex. (AP) - Ma- 


chines have replaced man in 
many jobs in recent years, but 
in the small West Texas town 
of Avoca, H.D. Robinson still 
moves among the stacks of gin- 
ned cotton, whipping out his 
knife and in one swift stroke 
cutting a sample from the bale. 


Robinson says, "There's one 


advantage I have over a ma- 
chine. I can go wherever the 
cotton is." 


For 40 years, Robinson has 


been cutting cotton in ware- 
houses, gins, compresses, cot- 
tonyards, or anywhere a bale 
can be found. Now 61, he still 
moves through an average 15 
bales an hour, slicing out a 
sample 18 inches long, eight 
inches wide and three inches 
deep. 


This sample is tagged for 


identification, rolled, sacked 
and shipped to the nearest U.S. 
Department of Agriculture cot- 
ton classification office for offi- 
cial grading. From this grade 
the value of the bale is deter- 
mined. 


Robinson grows his own cot- 


ton on a farm a few miles 
away and knows the impor- 
tance grading means to the 
farmer. 


Buyers come from as far 


away as Japan to Avoca and 
Robinson is often called upon to 
cut special samples. He takes 
extra care because Texas cot- 
ton goes around the world and 
he wants the buyers to know 
they are getting a quality prod- 
uct. 


Taking a sample of cotton is 


not as easy as it looks, Robin- 
son says, "a lot of people have 
tried, but they just can't cut it. 
All they did was gouge out a 
hunk of cotton, wnd that's just 
not good enough." 


As far as he knows there are 


no other professional samplers 
in his part of the country. 


French police arrest 
third man in kidnaping 


PARIS i.AP) - The French 


police announced the arrest to- 
day of a third member of the 
gang that kidnaped the presi- 
dent of France's largest phono- 
graph record company. 


The police said they had 


"good hopes" of recovering 54- 
year-old Louis Hazan alive. The 
kidnapers telephoned his com- 
pany, Phonogram, this morn- 
ing, and asked for some stom- 
ach medicine for him. It was 
not learned whether arrange- 
ments were made to get it to 
him, but members of his family 
said 
the ailment was 
not 


serious. 


Two of the kidnapers were 


arrested Tuesday night when 
they came to a rendezvous to 
pick up a ransom payment of 
$3.4 million. 


The police said they arrested 


the third man in a Paris suburb 
this morning. 


The police also said they had 


learned that seven men took 
part in the kidnaping, not six 
as they previously reported. 


Hazan's brother said Tuesday 


night that he and Hazan's wife 
feared for the missing man's 
life because the police pre- 
vented the payment of the ran- 
som. 
But after a visit to police 


headquarters, he told news- 
men: 
"At the outset I was in- 


dignant. Now I have hope." 


Hazan was kidnaped a week 


ago by a gang of young men in 
sweaters and blue jeans who in- 
vaded a meeting of his com- 


pany's board of directors and 
carried him out in a wicker 
basket.

Rice budget calls for less in '76

RICE — Rice Mayor Ron 


Cavender 
presented 
his 


proposed 1976 budget for Rice 
last night, calling 
for ex- 


penditures 
of 
$12,000, 
a 


reduction of $1,769 over that 
proposed last year. 


Last year's city expenditures 


ran $13,223, or roughly $550 less 
than was budgeted. 


Although several items on the 


budget showed small increases 
over 1975, the reduction was 
mainly due to no money being 
budgeted for the Rice Volunteer 
Fire Department. In 1975, the 
department was given $2,000. 


Cavender 
said 
the 
fire 


department had been left off the 
1976 budget because members 
of the department had told him 
that no additional funds would 
be necessary for its operation. 
"They expressed to me that 
they have 
everything they 


need," 
Cavender 
told 
the 


council. 


ANOTHER CUT CAME in the 


Trinidad decides 
on lake cleanup 


TRINIDAD — The Trinidad 


City Council voted last night to 
begin a general cleanup and 
repair 
campaign 
at

Trinidad City Lake. 


City Secretary Dora Peebles 


said 
the 
campaign 
would 


mainly focus on 
removing 


overgrown vegitation 
from 


the lake and improving some 
washed out areas. 


In other business the council 


heard a presentation from A. C. 
Ward 
of Kemp concerning 


garbage pickup for the city. 
Ward, who operates a garbage 
collection company in Kemp 
and Tool, will submit a bid for 
garbage collection at the next 
council meeting, Mrs. Peebles 
said. 


The council also voted the 


install an additional manhole on 
Eaton Street, located just east 
of Trinidad High School. 


The next council meeting is 


set for Jan. 20. 


salary budgeted for a city 
judge. Cavender now serves as 
acting city judge for no salary. 
$120 was budgeted in 1975 for the 
salary, but only $50 was ac- 
tually paid. "I've budgeted just 
$50 for the judge's salary in case 
we decide to appoint one later in 
the year," Cavender said. 


The only other cut in the 


budget came in street repairs, 
where $8,844 was budgeted in 
1975 
and $7,620 was actually 


spent. The 1976 budget shows 
$7,605, budgeted for street 
repairs. "In addition to this 
we'll use the $1,495 in revenue 
sharing funds we have to work 
on the streets, which should 
take care of everything we'll 
need," Cavender said. 


Six items on the budget were 


increased over 1975, although 
two of those, for street light bills 
and operation of the city truck 
and tractor, 
were for the 


possibility of increased utility 
rates and gasoline costs. The 
street light budget was in- 
creased from $600 to $675 and 
the city truck and tractor from 
$175 to $200. 


THE BIGGEST increase in 


the budget came in legal ex- 
penses, 
where 
Cavender 


budgeted $200 in 1975 and $1,000 
for 1976. Only $129 was actually 
spent in legal expenses last. 


year. "I put $1,000 here for legal 
expense in the hopes of building 
a reserve for any legal expenses 
we may have in the future," 
Cavender said. He said he didn't 
anticipate any legal expenses, 
"but if we need some it usually 
comes pretty high," he said. 


Another increase came for 


the tax collector's fee. No 
money was budgeted for this in 
1975 because at that time, the 
collector automatically drew 
his ten per cent out of any 
deposits 
he 
made. 
This 


amounted 
to 
$319. 
"We 


budgeted $350 for the 
tax 


collector this year because he'll 
be depositing all of the money, 
and then we'll pay him his ten 
per cent," Cavender explained. 


Another increase came under 


miscellaneous, 
where 
no 


money was budgeted in 1975, 
but $116 was actually spent, for 
repair to the radio in the city 
marshal's 
car. 
Cavender 


budgeted 
$200 
under 


miscellaneous for 1976, "to take 
care of anything that comes 
up," he said. 


The only other increase came 


in mowing expense, which was 
budgeted for $150 in 1975, with 
$192 actually being spent. "We 
didn't do a lot of mowing last 
year, but if we have some rain 
this year, we'll have to have a 


lot more done," Cavender said. 
Mowing was budgeted for $226. 


THE COUNCIL IS expected to 


vote on the proposed budget at 
the Feb. 3 meeting. 


In other business, the council 


tabled a request made by the 
Rice School Board that Sher- 
man and Jefferson Streets, 
located just North and West of 
the Rice School, be closed. The 
council 
had 
voted 
several 


meetings ago to close the 
streets if construction ever 
began on the proposed new Rice 
School. 


However, 
Cavender 
said 


school board members had told 
him that the school needed the 
streets to have enough property 
to 
meet 
Texas 
Education 


Agency standards. 


A.C. 
Milene appealed to the 


council not to close the streets, 
as he would have no access to 
his driveway, which runs into 
Sherman 
Street. 
Since 
no 


members of the school board 
were present at the meeting io 
clarify the board's needs, the 
matter was tabled.
